THE BLACK CHURCH

In conjunction with the 
celebration of Black History 
Month during the month of 
February, a salute is given to the 
Black church. The Black church 
touches more blacks than any 
other institution. The Black 
church has endured, thus, 
becoming the most stable 
institution in the Black 
community. As the 21st century 
approaches, the Black church is 
expected to experience an even 
greater influence. 


Black religion began during 
slavery. The Black church and 
its offshoots were the only 
autonomous cultural entities. 
To survive and make life more 
tolerable, slaves fancied 
America as Egypt and the 
President as the Pharoah. 
Gabriel Prosser and Nat Turner 
expressed overtly the rebellion 
that was a covert part of Black 
religion. Today Black churches 
continue to play a significant 
part in the political, social, and 
economic fabric of America. 


The ecstatic behavior of Black 
religious meetings and the 
rhythmic style of Black 
preachers came from Africa also. 
As Black people began to move 
up the social scale, a 
denouncement of the folksy or 
unsophisticated manner of 
worship occurred. The tragedy 
of the denouncement is that 
spontaneity has left our 
services. God is not allowed to 
bask in worship. Does this make 
God less expressive? 


Socially speaking, because of the 
security and longevity of 
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candidates for high political 
office and just plain folks. Noone 
left without being encouraged. 
The general assembly met and 
tabled one important issue, the 
proposed move of the meeting 
from Memphis was left on the 
table. The saints will return, 
Lord willing, to Memphis and 
elect general officers and 
leadership personnel in 1988. 


The year 1988 promises to keep 
the saints busy. There will be 
a meeting of the high ecclesia of 
the Church during January. The 
Bishops Conference will be 
conducted in Jacksonville, 
Florida. For those who guide our 
jurisdictions, this will be a time 
to fellowship, increase their 
skills and prepare for greater 
stewardship. The April Call 


leadership personalities, the 
Black church has become 
splintered with a 
disproportionate number of 
churches in reference to the 
population. Politics in the Black 
communities are very parochial. 
Black men and women have 
played out their quest for power 
and prestige through the Black 
church. The victim has been the 
church. Divisions only mitigate 
the overall power of the 
institution. 


Black churches must become 
even more involved in issues 
that affect the Black 
communities. Roughly 50% of all 
Black households with children 
are headed by females. Teenage 
pregnancy, drug abuse, and 
unemployment are important 
issues facing the Black 
communities. Our communities 
are in trouble from within. The 
Black church can no longer 
remain a sleeping giant. God is 
the answer and the Black church 
is the instrument through which 
God will work. 


Despite denouncements, 
deprivation, and shortcomings, 
the Black church still stands as 
a citadel of hope. God continues 
to want a glorious church 
without spots or wrinkles. 
Nothing nor anyone can be 
allowed to dim the light that 
eminates from the Black church. 
Men and women are saved 
because the light shines 
brightly. 


Meeting will be much alive as 
several candidates for office will 
keep things in high gear. Very 
important things will happen in 
1988. Of course the big three will 
again be on the calendar and 
provide rallying points for the 
saints. The women will meet in 
Miami. UNAC in Atlanta and the 
Holy Convocaton will be 
conducted in Memphis. 

With all the above activity on the 
calendar, one better get ready to 
run. The Church of God in 
Christ is ever moving and 
growing. Be a part of the saints 
and plan to attend. Lastly, do not 
fortget to pray for our leaders. 
It takes a lot to keep the Church 
going and men need spiritual 
guidance and the saints support. 
Okay 1987, Good Bye! Welcome 
1988 and give the saints only the 
best.

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NATIONAL NEWS 


ITC AND CNBC 
PRESENT 
DRUG/AIDS 
CONFERENCE 


The Interdenominational 
Theological Center joined with 
the Congress of National Black 
churches in sponsoring a “‘Drug/ 
AIDS in the Black Community 
Conference’. Held December 8- 
10 at the Crowne Plaza Airport 
Hotel in College Park, the 
conference was designed for 
ministers with the aim of 
exploring the issues that 
surround drug abuse and the 
related health and crime 
problems that threaten the black 
community. Underwritten by 
the Department of Justice, this 
conference was the first in a 
series of nationally focused 
meetings being conducted to 
assess the role of the church in 
dealing with these problems. 
Atlanta was selected as the first 
site of twenty-seven cities in the 
United States to participate in 
a newly organized anti-drug and 
crime campaign. Atlanta will 
begin its program in early 
January. 


Attendance at the conference 
included ministers from as far 
away as California to hear 
speakers and preachers discuss 
strategies for the church’s role 
in resolving the Drug/AIDS 
problem. 
Chairman, Bishop John Hurst 
Adams stated that, “Drug and 
alcohol abuse are common 
problems in our communities...It 
is the purpose of CNBC to 
answer this call of help from our 
communities. We must be about 
building a network among 
ministers that can be used for 
the liberation of our people”. 


CNBC Founder- 


President James Costen stated 
that, “Drugs and the attendant 
problem of AIDS are concerns 
that must be dealt with by every 
would-be minister”. 


In a letter from Attorney 
General Edwin Meese, a call for 
a “partnership to fight back” 
against drug abuse was made. 
He feels that this can be done 
through “‘the development of an 
anti-drug initiative”. 


The Honorable Clifford White, 
Deputy Assistant Attorney 
General, the Department of 
Justice, said in his speech that, 
“The drug war is a battle over 
the future of our country”. 


Other major presenters 
included: Ms. Vivian L. Smith, 
acting director, office of 
substance abuse prevention, U. 
S. Department of Health and 
Human Services; Dr. Reed 
Tuckson, Commissioner of 
Public Health; Ron Clark, 
director, RAP, Inc., Washington, 
D. C.; Dr. David T. Shannon, 
vice president for academic 
services/academic dean at the 
ITC; Bishop George McKinney, 
St. Stephen’s Church of God in 
Christ, San Diego, California; 
Dr. Lee P. Brown, Chief of Police, 
Houston, Texas; John Bland, 
director, special projects, 
Maryland Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene, and Dr. 
Bred 7@9"Lotton, pastor ot 
Metropolitan Baptist Church in 
Memphis, Tennessee.

Mrs. Lorye Dennise Carter-Reed 
was honored, on November 10th, 
with a Pathfinder Award. The 
Pathfinder Award is a 
prestigious honor given to 
women in Waco, Texas, and 
surrounding areas, who have 
been firsts in various field of 
service or employment. Mrs. 
Carter-Reed received the 
Performing Arts Award, she is 
the first Black to graduate from 
Baylor University with a piano 
emphasis degree. 


Lorye is a product of the Church 
of God in Christ. When the first 
J. O. Patterson Scholarship 
competition was held, Lorye was 
the first runner-up, receiving an 
$1,800.00 scholarship to 
complete her education at 
Baylor. 


As a strong advocate of “using 
what you have at home,” Lorye 
has remained in Waco at her 
father’s church. She serves as 
Minister of Music, Public 
Relations Chairman, and Purity 
Class Lady. Lorye also is a 
member of many of the various 
auxiliaries of the church. 


On August llth, Lorye 
celebrated 20 years in the Music 
Ministry, giving a public concert 
at her church. She is a pianist/ 
organist, songwriter, and 
soloist. 


Lorye is a licensed missionary, 
and is saved, sanctified, and 
Holy-Ghost filled. When asked 
about her musical talents and 
abilities, she replies, “God has 
been good to me; He has shared 
gifts with me that cannot be 
explained. All I can say is that 
Iam thankful for these gifts, and 
I have committed and dedicated 
them all back to God, the giver.” 


Lorye is the daughter of 
Superintendent and Mrs. Jesse 
L. Carter. She is a member of 
the Carter’s Temple Church of 
God“ in Christ; and is’ a 
constituent of the Texas 
Northeast Jurisdiction, Bishop J. 
Neaul Haynes, prelate. 


It is said that music soothes the 
savage beast. But, as Lorye 
Carter—Reed knows, it sets 
children’s feet to dancing and 
lightens the hearts of all 


mankind. 


Lorye Carter—Reed not only 
makes music, she makes it fit 
the occasion. If existing 
compositions don’t meet a 
specific need, she writes music 
and words that do. One of her 
firsts, a musical first, has a 
uniquely Waco flavor. She was 
the first person, and more than 
likely the only one so far to 
compose a song specifically for 
Waco’s first woman mayor, 
LaNelle McNamara. 


Lorye Carter—Reed also was the 
first black-man or woman-to 
graduate from Baylor University 
with a “piano emphasis” degree. 
Music is an integral part of her. 


Through it she touches the lives 
of children and adults alike. 
With music she_ bridges 
academic subjects, using her 
original songs to teach 
classroom concepts, formerly at 
Saint Mary’s Catholic schools, 
Then in the Killeen public 
schools, and for the last two 
years plus in the Waco public 
schools. 


It’s no surprise Lorye comes 
from a family of musicians. Her 
mother taught music at the 
college level. So it’s no surprise 
that 17 years of Lorye’s young 
life have been spent in musical 
training. 


Lorye also names her music 
teacher, Mrs. Maderis, from 
grades one through four as her 
mentor. Thus, in addition to 
such songs as ‘‘Lady M,” written 
for our mayor, and children’s 
songs such as “Dino, The 
Dinosaur,” and ‘““Good 
Behavior,” she is equally adept 
at composing gospel music, and 
anthems such as Happy 
Birthday, Miss Liberty,” 
written to celebrate the 100th 
birthday of the Statue of Liberty. 


Lorye Carter—Reed, it’s just a 
thought, but...well...maybe 
between now and next year you 
would like to be the first ever 
to write a theme song for 
Pathfinder award ceremony.

Many soldiers and their families 
arrive at Army installations 
thinking they must leave post to 
find a religious worship service 
to meet their spiritual needs. 


However, the Army’s gospel 
service is proving many wrong, 
by giving Army religious 
services a new reputation. 


In 1964, Ft. Hood, Texas became 
home for the Army’s first gospel 
service. And, after quickly 
proving its worth, gospel 
services began appearing on 
Army installations worldwide 
and can now be found on 
virtually all posts. 


The gospel service has emerged 
aS a new means of religious 
expression for soldiers and their 
families in attendance. 


Gospel services are 
characterized by stimulating 
hymn singing, large gospel 
choirs, altar calls, fervent 
prayers and sermons that relate 
to the lives of those in the 
congregation and to life in 
general. 


As evidenced through the large 
attendance - which often reaches 
into the hundreds per service, 
soldiers, family members and 
civilians are choosing gospel 
services because of their overall 
cultural and religious 
experiences. This alternate form 
of religious and cultural 
expression puts emphasis on 
believing and feeling. And, 
unlike other more-structured 
services, they are informal, 
spontaneous and_ involve 
congregation participation. 


“In the gospel service, when 
the spirit hits you, you can 
deviate, pat your feet, jump up 
and down or whatever you want 
to do,” wrote William McClain, 
author of Good News, the 
Kingdom’s Coming: A Study of 
the Gospel Service.” 


And it’s common for members 
of a gospel congregation to stand, 
shout, clap and act as the spirit 
leads them. The pastor’s sermon 
is usually well-received and his 
words are often reinforced with 
‘“Amens,” ‘‘Hallelujahs’” and 
“Praise the Lords.” 


“We believe in letting the spirit 
of God have its way leading you, 
and when this happens, nothing 
is viewed as unusual,” said 
Chaplain, (Capt.) Steven Jordan, 
the formally installed pastor of 
Fort Jackson’s gospel service. 


Formed in 1976, Fort Jackson’s 
gospel service, known as the 
Protestant Gospel Worship 
Service, has grown and 
developed with the growing 
black military population on the 
installation. In fact, it’s now the 
largest and most-active inter- 
denominational service here. 


And while the services are 
structured in the black church 
tradition and attended 
predominantly by blacks, they 
are nondenominational and 
anyone can attend. 


Worshipers at Fort Jackson’s 
gospel service refer to it as being 


elikeawchuncheabehome, 
“instrumental to their lives” 
and ‘“‘something they can relate 
to.” 


“The gospel service here is a 
tremendous force in the Fort 
Jackson community, bringing 
about cohesiveness among 
soldiers and their families,” said 
Bryan Thrasher, a retired 
soldier who is an active member 
of the congregation. 


Gloria Brown, a family member, 
said the “‘service fulfills a vital 
need for Christians of all 
nationalities in the Fort Jackson 
area.” 


“IT think the service takes the 
soldiers’ minds off of various 
frustrations surrounding 
military life, easing tension, 
pressure and stress common in 
the Army,” agreed SFC Leander 
Proudy. 


Jordan, a graduate of the 
Graduate Theological Union - 
Pacific School of Religion, has 
been blessed with the great 
oratorical ability characteristic 
of many black preachers. His 
sermons are delivered loud and 
clear and are very soul-stirring. 
He combines dramatic and 
poetic rhythm to get his point 
across, making it hard not to 
listen to him. 


He said he tries to provide his 
congregation with sermons that 
relate to their physical and 
spiritual lives and contemporary 
matters facing society. “I try to 
relate my sermons. to 
contemporary issues...those of 
salvation, fairness and justice,” 
he said. 


‘T try to show Christians how 
they can live victorious, 
Christian lives and be spirit-led, 
spirit-controlled and _ spirit- 
empowered children of God,” he 
said. 


His overall objective, he said, is 
to minister to the total person 
with the hope of enabling every 
individual to establish a 
meaningful relationship with 
Christ. 


There is more to the gospel 
service than, singing, shouting 
and clapping, he noted. “You 
can’t shout and clap unless you 
have something to shout and 
clap about,” he said. “I want my 
congregation to have heart and 
head knowledge of God.” 


Chaplain Steven L. Jordan is the 
Pastor of Daniel Circle Chapel, 
and the Troop Command 
Chaplain at Fort Jackson, South 
Carolina. He was born in 
Hartford, Connecticut; however, 
he lived in California for several 
years and considered that home. 


Chaplain Jordan has served in 
the military for many years as 
a Marine and Army enlisted 
soldier, but has recently 
returned to the Army as an 
officer (Chaplain). He has 
completed various military 
schools and has received a 
number of awards, to include the 
Army Commendation Medal

““She Lived Among Us”’ 


Mrs. Olivia Faye Simon 
Winbush was born on February 
6, 1904 to Mr. Joseph Noel Simon 
and Mrs. Mary Lou Simon in 
Opelousas, Louisiana. 


She accepted Christ at a young 
age, later becoming the wife of 
the Rev. Leroy Daniel Winbush 
on November 12, 1921. To that 
union six children were born, 
five sons and one daughter. 


For many years Mother 
Winbush was an ardent worker 
in the ministry of the church. 
A chartered member of the First 
Church of God in Christ, 
Crowley, she remained a 
member and worker for over 
fifty years. As first lady, Mrs. 
Winbush served with her 
husband, Pastor Leroy D. 
Winbush, and was instrumental 
in persuading the owner to sell 
the property on which the First 
Church is yet located. 


The contributions made by this 
great woman of God are too 
numerous to list. She is renown 
for her leadership in the prayer 
ministry in the Crowley area. It 
was during World War II that 
she led a daily prayer ministry 
for more than six months for 
young men serving in the armed 


forces. It is believed by the 
families that the safe return of 
each of these young men was a 
direct result of her consistent, 
fervent prayer petitions. Many 
men, women, boys, and girls 
accepted Christ in their lives as 
a direct result of a prayer 
ministry directed by Mother 
Winbush. 


Mother Winbush’s love for God 
extended far beyond prayer and 
church involvement. She 
expressed and demonstrated her 
love for God in her love and deep 
concern for children. For years 
she served as leader of the 
Sunshine Band, touching many 
lives of children not only in the 
church, but throughout the 
community. In addition to the 
rearing of her own six natural 
children, it was love that 
compelled Mother Winbush to 
rear a daughter, Ernie Mae 
Guillory, and a son, Johnny 
Bernard. Through the years she 
constantly provided shelter, 
food, and clothing for 
underprivileged children; but, 
more than that, she extended a 
heart of love. 


While giving of herself in many 
years of ardent labor at the First 
Church in Crowley, Mrs. 
Winbush served in helping to 
develop the ministry of the 
Emmanuel Church of God in 
Christ, Opelousas; she helped in 
the missionary work in Prairie 
Hayes; she helped to organize the 
Power House Church of God in 
Christ in Jennings; she assisted 
with the ministry of the church 
in Welch; and aided in other 
missionary field projects. 


Mother Winbush, in spite of all 
her awesome tasks as pastor’s 
wife, church leader, community 
worker, was never too busy to 
make her home available to 
bishops, pastors, elders, and 
missionaries; and she took upon 
herself the responsibility of 
providing shelter, preparing 
food, and washing clothes for 
these people of God. In her later 
years, she was a faithful 
member of the Mothers’ Board 
of the church. 


In 1985, Mother Winbush was 
recognized as the outstanding 
woman in the Lafayette District 
and was the honored recipient 
of the Mae C. Winbush Award.

Winbush entered into eternal 
rest on Sunday, November 15, 
£9872 10:052as an. sat the 
American Legion Hospital, 
Crowley. She was preceded in 
death by her husband, Elder 
Leroy D. Winbush, on July 29, 
1971; by two sons, Leroy D. 
Winbush, Jr. and Therion F. 
Winbush, Sr. Survivors include 
three sons: Bishop Roy L. H. 
Winbush of Lafayette, Mr. 
Rodric L. Winbush, Sr., of 
Crowley, Mr. Clifford J. 
Winbush, Sr., of Crowley; one 
daughter, Mrs. Shirley M. 
Mayefield of Los Angeles; one 
sister, Mrs. Servilia Gibbs of 
New Orleans; one aunt, Mrs.
